Th. re are oth- 
er reasons given for the non-arrival of 
the vessel tlian that she may liave 
broken her sluit't. There are some very 
dangerous- wf-eks iiHoiit iu the nuvii 
Atlantic route, and one or two i.;- 
coming vessels came dangerously near 
them. To collide with one of these 
"derelicts" is like striking a rock, ami 
the consequence, if the Umbria struck 
one of these, would be most serious.

Bedford, Ind., Dec. 80.— Robert 
StinsoU, a prominent merchant tailor of 
this citv, was instantlv killed by an 
Svansville and Richmona train at Will- 
lams, ten miles southwest of here, at 11 
a. m. He ha<l gone to Williams on 
business, and tried to board the return- 
ing train as it pullad out, but fuissed bis 
footing and was ground to pieces by the 
wheels. He leaves a wife and two pUl- 
drsn. ■_ 

Murder aiid Arson. 

Sacramefno, Dec. 80. — The station 
house at Brighton, five miles east of 
here, wa« destroyed by fire yesterday. 
The remains of Miss E. A Ayree, the 
telegrapher operator and railroad agent, 
were found burned almost to a crisp in 
the ruins. It is evidently a case of 
murder and arson. Miss Ayres waa re- 
ported to have had conaiderab le money.

The accident happei.ed at 0:1.5 o'clock 
when the Ireet ear tiathc was at its 
heaviest and the cars were cro^'ded to 
tlie <l()orways. As the c.ir apjjroached 
the Fort Wayne tracks au eii^'iiie caiae 
backing down at the rate uf about 
fifteen miles an hour. The occupants 
of the engine cab did not sih' the car ap- 
proaching the cros-siiig, an l on account 
of the heavy (-(latiiig of' frost on the 
windows of the car the [)u.s.senger8 did 
not see the engine bearing dowm upon 
them. 

In an instant the engine struck the 
c-ar and dragged it a di.stance of about 
I.'jO yards. At every foot of the distance 
some injury was added to those iullicted 
when the eny^ine first struck the car. 

As fast us the injured ( ould be assist- 
ed out of the wreoluufe, they were re- 
moved ia palrol wag«ag° to linpy hos- 
pital. 

That the accident wiw due to the 
grossest carelessness can not be donbt- 
e<l. Both the croesing flagmen were in 
the flagman's shanty, and did not know 
of the wreck until it was all over. 

Engineer Qrosscup, after his arrest, 
gave all the information he could re- 
garding the accident. As he neared the 
crossing he hea'd the fireman cry 
"stop," but he was not able to do so 
within the sliort distance. His engine, 
he thought, waa running about iifteen 
miles an hoar wImb tSa aoeUUttt oc- 
curred. 

John ^Vlliright, one of the crossing 
guards arri - U tl. is the aamjd watchman 
whose carel. s.sneK.s at the fame point 
several liumths ago resulted in a similar 
a<'cident and the deaths of tWO 
and the injury of others.

instant deal h. As it is. t lire(! of th(>in. 
Janit's .lamisi-n, Abraham Kokiso and 
Monroe Fritzinger, are dangerously 
wounded and tht> other live les.s serious- 
Iv liurt. The latter are lluiigariaiis and 
tKeir names could not be h';iriied. The 
men W( re i ii gaged in blasting rock on a 
coal stripping. A charge of dynamite 
had been inserteil in the hole and every- 
thinrf gotten in reailiiiess to fire it. 

.laiiiisoii, the coiitr;u-tor, dty idetl to 
load another car before d(»ing so and or- 
dered the men to resunie work. While 
they Were so engaged it is supposed one 
of the men struck the dynamite with 
his i)ick. A terrible explosion instantly 
tiKjk place. How any of the men es- 
cape<l instant death is a mystery. The 
mine car which ha<i been placed near 
the spot to be hxwled was smashed into 
splinters. Tons of rf>ck aud dirt were 
tlirown high into the air. The work- 
men Were struck by the fijdflg dabris 
and hurled in all directions. 

It wiis first thought that all hivd been 
killed. The little town was wildly ox- 
cited, and hundreds of peoj)le rushed to 
the scene of the accident. All the in- 
jured were carried to the surface and 
their wounds dressed by physicians who 
ha<l been summoned. Fritzinger is ter- 
ribly cut ab(»ut the bixly and head and 
can not live. Kokiso sustained a frac- 
tured skull, and his face is terribly bat- 
tered. Johnson is badly cut about the 
head and shouhh-rs. The other men 
sustained cms and bruises, but their in- 
juries are not con.sidered dangerous.

Blaine's roo.n said yesterday that tlie 
impression Jlr. Blaine made upon him 
was about the same as that made upon 
Mr. J. H. Mauley, of Maine, who saw 
Mr. Blaine Wednesday, via.: "That 
Mr. Blaine is slowly ImprOVlBg, talllut 
he is still very ill." 

The iinpressit.n that now jirevails 
among those who have actual knowl- 
edge of Mr. Blaine's condition is to the 
effect that while he is a very sick man 
he is in no immediate danger of death. 
No one is bold enough, however, to as- 
sert that Mr. Blaine will ever again be 
a well man. All that medical skill, at- 
tention and wealth can do to prolong 
his days are unsparingly used.

Reign of Terror Commenced In 
Paris. 

PUBLIC BUILDING BLOWN UP. 



Aa Attonpt Made ea the life of tk* 

Profectore of PoIIrp— No Lor* of I.lf*, 
bnt th« nulldliiB Itndly Shattered — 
Amnt Utterance* bjr I.eadlac Anarehistn. 

Paris, Dec. 80.— An explosion at 1:80 
o'clock ypst' riMy Tf oming in the hall 
Ieadin:;t'> t; • sui e otTices between 
the ground floor and the first story of 
the prefecture of jtolico has caused a 
sensation. The explosion caused no 
fatality, but windows were smashed 
and woodwork damaged, and a portion 
of the ceiling brought down. 

It was at first thought that the explo- 
sion was caused by gas, but upon an in- 
vestlgatioq of the premises by ezparts 
it has led to the diaoovery that the ex- 
plosion was not caused by cas. Tha as- 
parts deolara that tiia affair was na> 
doubtedly the work of anarchists who 
had placed in the entresol abomb heavi* 
ly charged with chlorate powder. 

The result of tha investigation has 
caused considerable excitement in offi- 
cial drdes, where it la bellevad that 
the anarchists, taking advantage of tha 
confusion attendant upon the rerela- 
tiona of the Panama scandal, have 
started to inaugurate a reign of terror 
similar to that which prevailed when 
Ravaohol and his ooUeagusa caused tha 
explosions here, when many of the 
wealthy residents of the cajluaitilr 
packed their household effects and todc 
refuge in the country. The best detec- 
tives In Paris have been detailed on ttie 
case and arrests of anarchists, whether 
the real culprit or not, are certain to 
foUow. 

The police think that the explosion 
had something to do with the recent ex- 
tradition and approaching trial of Fran- 
cois, the anarcnist accused of connec- 
tion with the Cafe Very explosion. 

An anarchist ia reported aa saving: 
"Ah, you tb'^ughtwe were cmahe^ but 
we have enough dynamite left to blow 
up all the capitaliste. The police haw 
been mnnintr after Francois aa if he was 
the only m.ii. capable of setting li^t to 
a bomb, but you will find out diiferent- 
ly. We will show the bourgeoisie that 
if we remain quiet for a certain length 
of time we are not disarmed. 

"So long as human beings die from 
hunger, b^des those who die from in- 
digestion, the starving ones will avenge 
themselves by eveiy means In their 
power*" . 

The Anarchist society, known as the 
V. D. R., or "Vengeurs de Bavachol," 
has been holding several meetings of 
late, since F*wicois was brought over 
from London, and it is supposed his esse 
is occupying their attention. 

Francois ia said to be as defiant in 
the French f-ison as he was in London. 
He haa been followed here by his al-* 
leged wife, a pretty woman, already 
under piolio stirveulanoe, and said to 
be as devoted to the anarchist cause aa 
Francois himself. 

The authorities are satisfied that 
Francois has been the leading spirit of 
the anarchists since the execution of 
Ravachol, and no effort will ha qiarad 
to bring him to the guillotine. 

An Italian anarchist, passing through 
Paris, is reported as saying that the an- 
archiste would not attack private 
houses, "since it is rarely the victim 
aimed at that is touched, and innocent 
victims are the consequence. We will 
attack public offices to destroy the rec' 
ords and terrify the instruments of 
bourgeoisie rule, and the banks to de- 
stroy capital, and in that way we will 
strike a blow at the bourgeoisie society 
of today, from which it will find it dilA- 
cult to recover." 



UNION L IFE IN T ROUBLE. 

At I.f it»t That In the Claim Madu by Half 
a Dosen Directors. 

.Nsw YuBK, Deo. 80.— A committea 
of six directors of the Union Life Insur- 
ance comprny have, through their 
counsel, reciuested the state insurance 
department to bring suit for the ap- 
pointment of a receiver for the com- 
panv. 

The committee in their complaint de- 
clare that the funds of the i-ouii)any 
have disappeared, and in some cases 
have been misused. They also l iiarge 
that the comjiany has been grossly mis- 
managed and that it is insolvent. They 
lay the blame for the present cunditimk 
of affairs upon PrssUant Louia P. 
Levy. 

The missing funds are said to aggre- 
gate between *1. ■),()()() and |20,(XM). ft is 
charged that the books are not properly 
kept, and the affairs of the company 
are in a ba<l condition. 

Late in the afternoon William Ab- 
bott, secretary of the company, issneil a 
reply to tlie charges, in which 
he claims that they were insti- 
gated by former directors of the compa- 
ny who Were ilisapiHuntcnl at nol being 
re-elected, and are now taking revenge 
by publishiiy^ untruthful reports in- 
tended to injure the company. He de- 
clares that there has been no misuse o. 
the funds of the C(jmpany and no use of 
funds which have not been regulailj 
approved by the board of directors.

Milwaukee, Dec. BO.^Heary O. 
Payne, vice president and manager of 
the Milwaukee Street Pailway com- 
naiiy, has made a written statement, 
uased on the testimony of employee, in 
which he iidmite that the fire in the 
company's bams Wednesday, was not 
incendiary. Since the cold weather set 
in, the employes at night have been 
running the cars into tne barn, without 
withdrawing the fires from the heaters.
